There is a growing tendency in many quarters 


to sneer at democracy. In one of the notes of Grove 
Patterson's column a few days ago, Dean Inge's 
thrust at democracy was made the"occasion for°the 
remark on the part of that columnist to say that thi 
reaction against democracy was wholesome. What 
reason has any man to lose faith in democracy? Dean 
Inge himself, had the critic read him carefully, would 
have told him that while he recognizes the' defects 
of democracy he has as yet discovered nothing bet- 
ter to take its place. Surely the critics of democ- 
racy would not move forward to socialism and com- 
munism, which to many is the next move forward. 
•And we should certainly hope that after the great 
,war?. none would return to the autocracy of Kaiser-! 
ism and Czarism. 


We wonder what these critics of democracy have 


in mind.. Have they a political philosophy 'which 
gives them any solution for the defects of democracy? 
Or are they simply against the things that are: or 
like Matthew Arnold's monks of the Grande Char- 
treuse, ''hovering between two worlds, one dead the , 
other powerless to be born.7!
